SIR: Agreeable with your request I have the honor to 
herewith submit a report of the transactions of this board 
for two years ending November 30, 1904. 

During this period several changes have taken place in the 
personnelof theboard. Honorable Martin Lohman having 
been appointed a member of the board of equalization, his 
place on the board was taken by Hon. Wm. H. Greer of Dem- 
ing N. M. Mr. Lohman’s place as president of the board 
being filled by the election of Col. E. Godwin-Austen, who is 
president of the board at present. 

On June.30, 1904, Hon. J. A. LaRue, for eight years sec- 


retary of the board resigned his position and was succeeded 


by Mr. Will C. Barnes as secretary. 
In October, 1904, Hon. Wm. H. Greer having resigned as a.

member, Hon. William H. Jack of Silver City was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 
TEXAS FEVER. : 

During the year 1908 the board was called upon to take 
some action to prevent the introduction of Texas fever, which 
entailed considerable expense and made quite a drain upon 
our funds. Happily all danger of this is over and we are free 
from all quarantine or other troubles from that cause. 

1 THE MANGE. 

At present the federal authorities are maintaining a close 
inspection upon all cattle originating any where in the west- 
ern range country with a view of stamping out the disease 
known as “Texas Itch,” “Buffalo Itch” or “Mange.” No cat- 
tle can be loaded for inter-state shipment unless inspected 
and found free from all danger of this disease.  Fortun- 
ately but little of this has been found among New Mexico 
catle and steps have been taken which will, itis believed, 
thoroughly eradicate it from our herds. 

The board will ask for a law granting some additional 
powers in such cases as we have discovered that the law is 
defective in that we cannot force owners to dip their animals 
when found infected by the federal authorities. Such 
power should be granted us, so that when a berd of cattle is 
turned down by the federalauthorities, we can step in and 
. force the owner to dip them and thus remove danger of 
further infection should the owner not deem it necessary to 
dip and turn the infected cattle again among the range cattle. 
This has been done already this year and we were powerless 
to stop it. 


STRAYS. 


There has been a considerable increase in value of stray 
animals seized by our inspectors in the year 1904 as shown 
by the reports herewith, also almost four times as many 
stray cattle being handled in 1904 as i»1908. Of course a 
large number of these animals are owned by someone and 
eventually the true owners are paid for them in full. It being 
the policy of the board to allow claims on animals bearing no 
recorded brands as well-as recorded brands if the claimants 
could give any satisfactory proof of ownership and that the 
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animal was lawfully theirs. The handling of these strays 
entails an enormous amount of correspondence in the office 
as there are frequently a half dozen claimants for one animal 
and their letters must be answered and claims investigated 
fully before the board can act. 


HIDE INSPECTION. 


The decision by the Territorial Supreme Court that the 
Hide| Inspection law was constitutional has settled all opposi- 
tion toits enforcement and our inspectors are handling a 
large number of hides. There are almost daily calls in the 
office for the records, covering such inspections, by parties 
looking for stolen cattle and the wisdom and value of this 
hide inspection is fully demonstrated. The present system 
of tagging the hides by numbered tags makes identification 
practically perfect when looking for a certain hide or brand. 


RECORDS OF THE OFFICE. 

As with the hide records, so with the other data in the of- 
fice covering brands and shipments of cattleand horses. Our 
records are frequently consulted and certified copies called 
for by the courts to detezmine ownership and responsibility 
for handling the cattle as shown by the reports from our in- 
spectors kept on file in the office. 

À new system of reports from our inspectors has re- 
cently been put into use. Books of consecutively numbered 
receipts are given each inspector and charged up to his ac- 
count when issued. These receipts are made out in tripli- 
cate, one is given to the shipper, one sent, at once, to the of- 
fice and one remains in the inspector’s office. As they come 
into the office the numbers are credited up to the inspectors 
and the amount shown upon the receipt charged their ac- 
counts. 

If at thé end of the month, an inspector has done no busi- 
ness ior that month, he sends in a receipt in blank across the 
face of which is a statement to that effect. Thus by this sys- 
tem, no inspector can make inspections or collect money for 
Strays without making a report to this office at once unless 
he should be in collusion with the shipper—a thing not liable 
tooccur. The board has undoubtedly lost considerable in 
the past through dishonest inspectors, through the lack of 
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such a system, and itis believed that this method will stop 
a large leak in our receipts. | 


FINANCES OF THE BOARD. 


On July 1, 1904, the board was indebted to the San Mi. 
guel Natiónal Bank of Las Vegas, N. M., to the amount of 
$4,242.21 principal and interest for money borrowed by the 
board during 1902 and 1908 to meet expenses. I am very 
glad to say that this inddbtededness has been paid and the 
board is entirely out of debt today.' lt is confidently believ. 
ed that the natural income of the office from all sources will 
hereafter be sufficient to meet all ordinary expenses. 


‘TERRITORIAL VETERINARIAN. 


In the fall of 1908, owing to the position taken by the Fed- 
eral authorities on the subject of mange among western 
states, the board deemed it wise and necessary to employ a 
capable veterinary surgeon to make a careful investigation of 
our conditions here in New Mexico. Dr. H.F. Spencer was 
employed to do this work and made a very complete investi- 
gation of the entire territory. 

In May, 1904, Dr. Spencer, for personal reasons, was 
obliged to resign, much to the regret of the board: 

The board then took up the question. with the Bureau of 
Animal Industry at Washington, with the result that Secre- 
tary Wilson placed at the command of the board for services 
in the territory the veterinarian in charge of the federal 
work here, who is at all times ready and willing to investi- 
gate any disease or suspected diasease among the territory’s 
cattle and horses, without expense to the board. 


CATTLE MEN COMING IN. = 


During the past two years a number of cattle owners 
driven from Texas by the cancelling of land leases in that 
state have moved their herds into New Mexico. It is impos- 
sible to obtain definite figures to cover these movements as 
they have mostly come by trail, but it is certainly a conser 
vative estimate, that New Mexico has during the past two 
years gained fully 10,000 head of cattle from this source, 
quite an addition to our taxable wealth. Most of the new 
settlers have located in the counties along the Texas line and 
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in Leonard Wood county, where they have taken up ranches 
and become citizens of New Mexico. 


THE RECORDING OF BRANDS. 


By far the most important problem for this board to solve 
is the one of brand recording. Under the law a man desiring 
to record a brand must apply to this board and if the brand“ 
he asks for is not on record the board grants him the right 
to use it anywhere in New Mexico. . 

At present there are close to 17,000 brands upon our books. 
Applications for new brands come in on an average of three 
a day for each day of the year. To find a brand that is not 
already on record or not in conflict with one thatis, is becom- 
ing a difficult matter and in an endeavor to find suitable: 
brands for such a number of new applications the secretary 
is obliged to spend an immense amount of labor and valuable. 
time hunting up new combinations or characters that can be 
issued and used. In fact to handle thisbrand business alone 
is the largest part of the office work, entailing in immense 
amount of correspondence and searching of records, causing 
delays and annoyance to applicants. This question of multi- 
plicity of brands is one that has vexed all the western range 
states many years. 

In 1899 the New Mexico Legislature atthe request of the 
board passed a law ordering the re-registration of all brands 
on the books in order to clear the records of so many dead 
and obsolete brands. But, the object aimed at wasin a 
measure defeated, because no cost was added to the re-regis- 
tration, persons having several brands on record sent them 
allin no matter whether in use or not. In some cases cattle 
owners recorded as many as thirty old brands, purchased 
by them in past years but not one of whichhad been kept up. 
This was merely protection and without a thought of using 
the brands as all the cattle had long since been re-branded 
inthe kept up brand of the owner. .In this way the book 
was not cleared of obsolete brands to any great extent and 
we are today worse off in this respect than ever we were 
when the law of 1899 passed. There is nota cattle man in 
New Mexico but can count upin his immediate ranges dozens 
of brands recorded but notin use nor an animal wearing it 
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as a “holding brand." Many men have half a dozen brands 
on record but use only one of them. They have applied for a 
certain brand, used it fora time, did not like it and asked for 
another and soon. This has filled up our books with brands 
that are not used, nor can be, unless some system of ‘weeding 
outis found. Most western range states, notably Arizona 
and Colorado, have in recent years adopted a system of brand 
tax, which has cleared up the books and made it possible to 
issue small compact brands to new men. The system is to 
charge a yearly tax on every brand on record. Ifthe taxis 


‘not paid the brand is cancelled and may be issued toa new 


name. In Arizona, the annual tax is $2.50 per brand. In 
Colorado it is $1.00. In both states the number of brands 
has been reduced to about one quarter of their former num- 
ber and a person in those states can now get a brand of one 
or two letters to be used on the hip or shoulder without 
much difficulty. Here in New Mexico it is practically im- 
possible to find any one or two letters or characters that can 
be used. Three letter combinatiobe, too large to be used on 
the hip or shoulder, are the only ones left us toissue and 
stockmen object most seriously to using such large brands 
which can be placed only upon the ribs where the damage to 
the hide is greatest. The board is not exactly sure as to the 
mode of getting thisjrelief, but will in due time offer a bill for 
legislative consideration and action which they hope will 
benefit the cattle interests, based upon some sort of a brand 
tax system, but not so high as in Arizona, Montana or 
Colorado. 
UNRECORDED BRANDS. 

There is no law at present making it illegal to run or use an 
unrecorded brand. Some law of this sort should be passed. 
In many cases of Mavericking brands and stolen cattle taken 
off and the old brands cHanged into something else, the courts 
are nof able to prove an actual case against the suspected 
thief, and he not only getsoff scotfree but takes the stolen pro- 
perty with him. If we had a law providing a heavy penalty 
for running or using an unrecorded brand and giving in- 
spectors power to seize as strays any animals bearing unre- 
corded brands, where thežinspectors had good reasons to be- 
lieve that animals were stolen orburnt, it would put a stop to 
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an immense amount of cattle stealing, save the cattle own- 
ers thousands of dollars and bring to the penitentiary many 
a “Rustler” who so far has escaped conviction, on technical- 
ities, or at any rate the proof of running an unrecorded brand 
would subject him to a heavy fine which whould be in a great 
measure punishment enough to deter many a thief from put- 
ting a maverick brand onto an animal and later claiming it 
as his. 

The fact of its being claimed by him and also an unrecord- 
ed brand, would be so easy to prove that punishment would 
be swift and satisfactory. Such a law should be passed, by 
all means at the coming session of the legislature. 

Owing to the number of brands on record having grown so 
fastit has resulted ina very congested statein the office 
records and it has been found absolutely necessary to tran- 
scribe into larger and more commodious record books the 
entire 17,000 brands, a work of considerable magnitude owing 
to the complicated nature of many of the brands which 
makes the work of copying slow, tiresome and tedious. 


NEW LEGISLATION DESIRED. 


The board having received many requests from the cattle 
men of the territory for the vigorous effort with the coming 
legislature towards the passage of laws to protect the cattle 
men, who are after the railroads the heaviest tax-payers in 
the territory. 

Out of a mass of ideas and schemes submitted from various 
interested parties, the board suggests the following as worthy 
of careful consideration at the hands of our law makers: 

First. A law defining clearly and unmistakable what con- 
stitutes a butcher under our statutes. On this point our law 
is very deficient. 

Second. A new registration of brands or some brand tax 
system that will reduce the number of dead and obsolete and 
unused brands now on record. ` 

Third. A law iproviding a heavy penalty for running or 
using an unrecorded brand. 

Fourth. Chapter 44 Sec. 1, Laws of 1899, provides that 
all persons peddling or selling dressed beef shall display at 
the time of offering for sale, the hide of the animal. This 
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law excluded dressed beef shipped in from other states, etc, 
ltis an excellent law but unfortunately provides no penalty 
for itsenforcement, hencehas been inoperative when arrests 
have been made. A heavy fine should be added for failure 
to exhibit the hide as per the law. > 

Fifth. A law giving the board power to seize cattle and 
horses infected with whatis known as the. mange and have 
them dipped, the costs of said seizure and dipping to beahen 
upon the stock so dipped. At present if a United States m- 
spector finds mange in a bunch of cattle offered for shipment, 
he refuses them a permit. They are then in many instances 
turned loose to mix with healthy stock and thus spread the 
disease.' The board should have power to take such animals 
and have them dipped under proper supervision, if theowner 
failed to do so himself after due notice, or if as has been the 
case this past year the owner could not be found. 

The board believes that every one of the five points is of 
vital importance to the cattle industry of the territory and 
should be carefully considered by the coming legislature.
